ofthem, death having come as a welcome rellefto 
thelr sufferings. The other two were ilfted Into 
the ab{p's beat, and after consipning the deceased 
to m watery grave, the junk wan left to her fate. 

The men once jo the boat, Mr. Chichester 
steered for the steamer, alongside’ of which the 
dangerous task of hooking on and hetng bolstedon. 

Alter several 
unauccessful attempts the boat was hofsted ont 
the foaming sea and one of the most vlucky 
rescues of recent times successiatly . effected, 
The men aaved were ghastly objects, Their 
eyed had sunk deep into thelr sockets, 
and they were ss a matter of fact, veritable 
skeletons, Prompt attention to thelr wants 
and reatoratlves had the effect of bringing one of 
them round In about an hour, but the elder of 
the two succumbed to his terslble sufferings after 
hehad been six hours on board the steamer. The 
other, however, whose youth no doubt contri- 
buted:to his ultimate recovery and who. more 
than once expressed a dealre to be consigned 
to the deep, was sable to imeke -a state- 
ment when be had been on board

The month of September was remarkable for 
Itaheavy rainfall, nearly nine Inches haviog 
been recorded, . With the exception of perhaps 
three days, the san was not visible at all, and 
the raln came down softly bat persistently all 
the time, The temperature dropped from the 
previous high figures to a moderate o° or 80%, 
and vegetation sprang from the ground, covering 
everything with a besutlfal green mantle, The 
change ioto autumn wascomplete, This month, 
so far, 1s following the example of its predecessor, 
except that the rainfall bas been much lesa, and 
¢ for a chacce of getting the mould 
off thelr leather articles and the dampness out 
of thelr houses before the winter reajly sets in, 

Bullders have been busy on the bene of the 
late fire erectlng houses and shops In the same 
old style sa heretofore, it dently having 
proved too great an effort for the conservative 
natives to think of any [mproyement) and so 
things will goon until the next great fig the time 
for which, it Is hoped, may sot be fer distant.

change the’r mode of dealing in thle country. 

The {nvesttzatton Into the charges of embeszle- 
tment and cruelty agalast several of the higher 
officitls af this distef-t, which her been dragging 
oa for some months, has, It {s sald, been at 
lest concluded, The inquiry took place at: the 
-eaplital. ‘which {s-several days! Journey” from 
Chungking, and was conducted by a Censor 
‘sent direct from Peking. One of the officials 
{mplicated was a particular favourite of foreign 
tealdents here, ashe never hesitated to crush 
severely the slighest attempt at offering any 
{nsult to them, and, though « formidable Ist of 
some one handred and thirty deaths fe charged 
against him, yet, knowing how well protected 
they have been, and how difficult it fs to control 
the carfoslty and impadence of tha ordiniy 
Chinese crowd, forelan residents cannot help 
regretting his sentence of banishment. 

This remote past of the world le naturally very 
mach behind the times for news of the war, but 
tte distance serves to give fall play to the 
imagioative powers of tha natives, and stories 
of the war, {n which dregens, falrics, and spirits, 
goods and bad, large'y flare, are duly going the 
round of the tea shops, The Chinese simply 
scout the idea of any nation being able to over- 
come them, and remark quite gravely tPat 
auch a thing “would never be permitted by 
Heaver."” Reertiting {s belng carrled an in the 
province, each soldier to ret Tla,4.§0 pe? tionth, 
and pension to hls family if killed, The-soldiers 
who remain on garrtson duly are to have thelr 
pay docked, to enppl-ment thst of thelr comrades 
who go on active service—Shanghal Mercury.
